Columbus, O., June 28.—Frank B. 


Stoneman. a local capitalist, was in- 
stantly killed and George W. Davidson 
and bi other, J. F. Davidson weie In- 
jured severely in an automobile ac- 
cident. 
"The accident happmcd near'Alton, 
five miles west of the city. The car 
was moving at a very rapid rate when, 
in passing over a number of chuch 
holes, it swerved out of its couise, 
and a front wheel' drunoed over the 
embankment at the risht. In trying 
to regain the center of the roadway, 
Mr.^Stoaeman, who operated the ma- 
chine, threw the weight of the vehicle 
upon the left wheels, causing the tires 
to burst an.l the oar to overturn. The 
occupants were thrown out, Stone- 
man's skull being fractured. 


After rolling completely over the 


three men, the machine alighted on its 
four wheels at the left side of the 
road. The auto steering wheel struck 
Mr. Stoneman's head as the machine 
passed over him. He sustained a frac- 
tured skull and hemorrhages of the 
head and lungs.

Among the most prominent ol_ 
these was Thaw's valet, William Bed-- 
ford, who has been in his service for 
jsix years and is believed to be con- 
versant with the events which are sup- 
posed to have been'the immediate in- 
centive to the crime. It was announcd 
that Mr. Garvan, who is preparing the 
case against Thaw, discovered a wit- 
ness who alleges that he overheard 
White make derogatory remarks con- 
cerning Mrs. Thaw while in the Cafe 
Martin a few hours 
before he wa* 


shot. According to the witness, whose 
name is concealed 
for the present. 


White was not whispering. At that 
time Mr. and Mrs. Thaw were in the 
cafe.' It is believed that this witness 
will not appear before the coroner's 
Jury, but that h« will be reserved for 
the trial.

Thaw Declared Sans. 


That the prisoner, Harry K. Thaw, 


the slayer of Stanford White, is per- 
fectly aane, was the terse report made 
by the alienists retained by the dis- 
trict attorney's office. This report wa» 
made after the physicians had spent 
aa hour with Thaw, who in defiance 
of the advice of counsel, refused to 
answer any questions and declared 
that 
nothing short of actual 
force 


would compel him to submit to • 
physical examination. 


When the physicians called on the 


prisoner Thaw said firmly M the first 
member was introduced to him, "I beg 
your pardon; I will answer no ques- 
tions whatever." Then began\a gen- 
eral conversation on trivial subject* 
with Dr. Austin Flint and Dr. Hamil- 
ton, 
Thaw deftly parrying questions 


that had any bearing on his mental or 
physical condition. Finding hlm\ob- 
durate, the doctors hurriedly 
i 


moned fx-Judgg OJ90tt, but to hi 
Thaw vehemently reiterated his deter- 
mination to answer no questions: 
Pressed for an explanation of hTs re-' 
fusal, he said: "I haven't any; none 
at all. Put it down to obstinacy, if 
you wish." He had promised Mr. Ol- 
cott to submit to the examination. 
"This refusal will hurt you," Mr. Olcott 
is said to have pleaded. "Nothing bnt 
absolute force will get me to allow 
myself/ to be examined or to say any- 
thing," said Thaw. "I think I firs* 
ought to talk with Dr. Hamilton, and 
then have a talk with Mr. Delafleld. 
Later I will tell you whether I will 
talk with the committee-." He was then 
taken back to his cell.

Citizen Recalls Memories of The

Today,

of Coshocton's

triarchs, Mr. William A. Johnston, is 
celebrating his eighty-third birthday. 
Mr. Johnston has the distinction of 
King the city's oldest native citizen 
and in spite of the fact that he Is 
far beyond the three score years an-i 
ten allotted to man his mind retains 
much of Its youthful vigor and the in- 
cidents he tells of the days of 
his

who is fortunate enough to hear ther.i

28th day of June far back in 1823-

To Punish 
Baseball 
Managers 


Officials and Owners Who 


Combine to "Cover Up" 
Minor League Players 
Will Be Penalized. 
Willie Keeler s Sensa- 
tional "Bunt Hitting. 


The movement announced by the Na- 


tional commission for the future pun- 
ishment of baseball managers and own- 
ers who engage in the practice of "cov- 
ering up" players probably will meet 
the approval of all the major leagues 
and some of the minors. This practice 
consists of an agreement between the 
managers of a tumor league club aud a 
major whereby the latter ostensibly 
purchases certain players whom he 
knows he \. ill not need, but whom the 
minor club wants to retain. This is 
done in advance of the drafting sea- 
son aud exempts such players from be- 
ing drafted. 


Before the following season these 


players are sold back to the minor club 
for the same p-.-ice that was paid for 
them, thereby working a hardship on 
the players. 


This hardship is more marked in the 


case of players "covered up" for the 
smaller clubs of the minor leagues 
than in the case of "Class A" clubs, be- 
cause it is necessary to secure the con- 
sent of the other major league clubs 
before a player can be turned back to 
the minor leagues, and a player of ma- 
jor league caliber is likely to be claim- 
ed by some other club. But when a 
player in a small league is "covered 
up" it is likely to prevent his being ad- 
vanced to a minor league of higher 
class. 


The practice is general, but not al- 


ways voluntary on the part of the ma- 
jor league clubs which are guilty of 
evading the law in this way. Some- 
times a club owner is compelled to 
"cover up" players in order to secure 
favorable training grounds; sometimes 
it is done to create friendly relations 
with a minor club aud secure reliable 
tips on good material in other clubs of 
the same league suitable for future 
purchase or draft. 


The batting sensation of the year to
